The final twenty-seven miles, from 
Barnesville to the Ohio River, was made in 
twenty-eight minutes, and six miles of the dis- 
tance was run in four minutes, or at the rate of 
ninety miles an hour. The 463 miles from Chi- 
cago to Ohio was run in eleven bours and 
twenty minutes, including thirty-pight stops;

minu or unparalleled average for the 
distance of fully fifty miles per hour. From 
the river to Washington the run was an excel- 
lent one, but no‘pecial effort was made other 
than to bring the entire run within twenty- 
three hours, until Washington’ Junction was 
reach when the engineer was in- 
structed to run in the last forty-four miles 
at the rate of a mile a minute.

The National Convention—Its Moral

at the People's Church yesterday: 

Thy Kingdom Come—Matt., vi., 10. 

It would be difficult, were we so disposed, to 
withdraw our minds at this hour from the en- 
citing events of the last week.

THE BRITISH ON BLAINE. 
WHAT HE HAS DONE FOR THE IRISH—HIS FOR- 
REIGN POLICY. 


Loxupon, June 6.—-The news of Blaine’s nomi- 
nation, although not unexpected, has been re- 
ceived with profound regret by nearly all En- 
glish politicians. Blaine is laoked upon as an 
anglophobist, and his success at Chicago is at- 
tributed largely to Irish influence. Special dis- 
patches from Chi to the Standard and the 
Telegraph contain the following statements: 
* Among the principal causes which brought 
about Mr. Blaine’s suceess were, first, his pop- 
ularity among American anglophobists, and, 
secondly, his greater popularity amoug the 
Irish-Americans. His great strenguh among 
the Irish voters is due mainly to his activity 
while a Republican leader in Congress, during 
the years 1867, 1868, and 1869, in forcing En- 
gland to recede from her claims of allegiance 
upon British-born subjects who haa become 
naturalized as American citizens. This activity 
was developed in the case of Augustus 
Costelio, who, with a large num- 
ber of fIrish-Americans, including Gen. 
Denis Burke, was arrested in Ireland 
and tried for utterances made in the Unitéd 
States. Costello was arrested while in Ireland, 
in 1867, and placed on trial fora speech which 
he made in New York while an American citi- 
zen in 1865. Thespeech was construed as trea- 
sonabie, and, under the act of 1848, which es- 
pecially declared England's right to punish 
upon British soil British-born subjects for trea- 
sonable utterances, or performances made 
upon foreign territory, Costello was sentenced 
to sixteey years penal servitude. His claims 
of American citizensbip were ignored, upon the 
ground that there was nothing existing be- 


tween the United States and Great Britain de- 


barring Great Britain from claiming as a Brit- 
ish subject any person born on British soil. 
Costello was removed to Millbank prison, when 
Blaine took up his case. Blaine organ- 
ized a Congressional agitation, which resulted 
in the liberation of Costello and his colleagues, 
who possessed full American naturalization, 
and the treaty of 1870, in which Great Britain 
surrendered all ciaims of alldgiance from Brit- 
ish subjects who became nathralized as Amer- 
ican citizens. 

Blaine is given by the Irish the full credit of 
extorting this treaty from Great Britain and of 
enabling Irishmen by free agitation to form 
American opinion as a factor in coercing En- 
gland to deal justly with Ireland without sub-
